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Former deputy clerks indicted

INEZ — Two former deputy clerks 
in the Martin County Clerk’s Office 
were indicted last week on charges 
involving money missing from the 
office. 

Tonya Mills, 47, of Lovely, is 
charged with abuse of public trust over 
$10,000 and her sister, Tamberlyn Sue 
Hairston, 41, is charged with abuse of 
public trust under $10,000 and four 
counts of second-degree criminal pos- 
session of a forged instrument. 

Mills and Hairston are the daughters 



of Martin County Clerk Carol Sue 
Mills. 

According to Tonya Mills' indict- 
ment, on or before Jan. 9 through July 
14, she obtained and dealt with public 
money or property subject to a known 
legal obligation to make a specified 
payment or disposition as her own, by 
intentionally failing to make the 
required payment or disposition of the 
property when she retained for her use 
funds of the clerk’s office in an amount 
over $10,000. 

According to Hairston’s indictment, 
on or about March 17, 2011, through 
June 21, Hairston, also known as Tam- 
my Perry, obtained and dealt with pub- 



lic money or property subject to a 
known legal obligation to make a speci- 
fied payment or disposition as her own, 
by intentionally failing to make the 
required payment or disposition of the 
property when she retained for her use 
funds of the clerk’s office in an amount 
under $10,000. 

On Oct. 15, 2011, Hairston was 
allegedly in possession of a forged 
check made to Kathy Preece in the 
amount of $350, with the intent to 
defraud; on Oct. 21, 2011, Hairston was 
allegedly in possession of a forged

PAINTSVILLE — A man sought 
by the Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Office in connection with manufactur- 
ing methamphetamine turned himself 
in at the Big Sandy Regional Deten- 
tion Center Lriday. 

Jon Erik Blair, 24, of Tutor Key, is 
charged with manufacturing metham- 
phetamine, first-degree fleeing and 
evading police on foot, and two counts 
of non-payment of fines. 

According to a release issued by 
the Johnson County Sheriff’s Office, 
deputies, assisted by Kentucky State 
Police, received information of an 
active meth lab at Blair’s residence on 
Dec. 4 and went to the Tutor Key loca- 
tion to execute a search warrant. 

Upon their arrival, Blair fled the 
residence on foot and officers discov- 
ered an active meth lab. 

The Kentucky State Police DESI 
Unit was contacted and removed the 
lab from the scene for destruction. 

The incident is under investigation 
by Lt. Billy Hall and deputy Bill 
Meade with the Johnson County Sher- 
iff’s Office.

Concord Road to dose 
permanently in J anuary 



CONCORD — Now that a new bridge is open that 
links the Concord community in Johnson County to 
Ky. 40, a stretch of Ky. 1145, also known as Concord 
Road, will permanently close to all traffic on Friday, 
Jan. 4. 

Willard Cuzzort, planning engineer at Highway 
District 12 of the Kentucky Transportation Cabinet, 
said the affected section is from the CSX railroad 
crossing at mile point 1.090 to the intersection of Ky. 
581 at mile point 2.130. 

“This is a winding, steep stretch of road,” Cuzzort 
explained. “Before the new bridge was built, this was 
the only access in and out of the Concord community. 
That is now no longer the case. Using the new bridge 
which connects KY 40 and KY 1145 is a much safer, 



more efficient way to travel.” The $3. 4-million bridge 
connecting the Concord area of Johnson County to Ky. 
40 near Paintsville opened on Nov. 23. Built by Bush 
and Burchett of Allen, this is the first bridge ever that 
connects Ky. 1145 to Ky. 40, providing faster and safer 
access to U.S. 23 and U.S. 460 from Concord. 

He said that the particular section of Concord Road 
that will be discontinued for public use does not have 
any homes, businesses or structures on it. It is bounded 
on both sides by unoccupied land. 

“This section will be eliminated from the state high- 
way system,” he said. “The road will be permanently 
barricaded on Friday, January 4.” Cuzzort also noted 
that state maintenance on the rest of Ky. 1145 will not 
be affected. 



Would-be 

robber 

arrested

WHEELWRIGHT — A man who 
was involved in the attempted robbery 
of the Wheelwright Family Drug Store 
last Thursday was arrested Saturday 
when officers made a traffic stop on a 
vehicle traveling at a high rate of 
speed in Knott County. 

Anthony King, 32, of Kite, is 
charged with first-degree attempted 
robbery, tampering with physical evi- 
dence and traffic offenses. He was 
also served with active warrants. 

According to a press release issued 
by the Kentucky State Police in Pikev- 
ille, King was identified as the person 
involved in the Wheelwright Family 
Drug Store attempted robbery after 
officials released security video foot- 
age to the local media. 

Officials said in the original release 
that an unidentified male entered the 
Wheelwright Family Drug Store and 
demanded cash from an employee. 
After waiting for a response from the 
employee, he left the business on foot 
empty handed. The man was described 
as a white male wearing a black 
leather jacket and a black and white 
bandana. 

On Saturday, Trooper John Gab- 
bard traveled to Knott County to fol- 
low up on information called in to 
KSP Post 9 that the photograph 
released to the media identified the 
unknown male as King. 

While traveling south on Ky. Rt. 7 
in Knott County, Gabbard observed a 
black Chevrolet Impala traveling at a 
high rate of speed, conducted a traffic 
stop on the vehicle and made contact

Police: Man received pot in mail

BLAINE — A Lawrence County 
man was arrested in connection to 
illegal drug activity charges on Dec. 7. 

Steven A. Davis, 39, of Blaine, is 
charged with first-offense trafficking 
in marijuana eight ounces to less than 
five pounds. 

Kentucky State Police Post 14 
Trooper First Class and public rela- 



tions officer Michael Murriell said he 
is unable to release the exact amount 
due to the ongoing investigation but 
confirmed that it was a “few pounds.” 

According to a press release, Ken- 
tucky State Police in Ashland con- 
ducted an investigation after receiving 
information that numerous packages 
containing several pounds of marijua- 
na had been shipped from California to 
Davis’ residence on Wheeler Branch 
Road in Blaine. 

Murriell was unable to say specifi- 



cally from whom the packages were 
being mailed. 

Troopers from Post 14 made a con- 
trolled delivery of the intercepted mar- 
ijuana to Davis’ residence last Friday. 
Search warrants were executed and 
officers seized several pounds of mari- 
juana, firearms and drug parapherna- 
lia. 

Davis was taken into custody and 
lodged in the Big Sandy Regional 
Detention Center in Johnson County.

amount of $175 with the intent to 
defraud; on Oct. 28, 2011, Hair- 
ston was in possession of a 
forged check made to Kathy Pre- 
ece in the amount of $420 with 
the intent to defraud and on Nov. 
11, 2011, Hairston was in pos- 
session of a forged check made 
to Kathy Preece in the amount of 
$320 with the intent to defraud. 

Both Mills and Hairston were 
fired from their job by their 
mother in August after funds 
were reportedly found missing 
from the office. 

Kentucky State Auditor 
Adam Edelen released the find- 
ings of the audit of the clerk’s 
2011 financial statement and 
found a number of problems. 

The auditor’s office also did a 
review of the clerk’s 2012 
accounts and found more than 
$16,000 in undeposited cash 
receipts. 

According to the audit of the 
2011 financial statement, the 
county clerk did not remit all 
deed transfer tax payments to the 
fiscal court. The county clerk 
collected deed transfer tax in 
accordance with KRS 142.050, 
but she didn’t remit the total due 
to the county and the county was 
due an additional $4,580 for 
deed transfer tax for calendar 
year 2011, according to the audit. 

The audit recommended the 
county clerk pay $4,580 to the 
county treasurer and also that 
quarterly deed transfer payments 
be made as required in the future. 

“A payment in the amount of 
$4,580 was paid by check to the 
Martin County Fiscal Court on 
Oct. 26,” Mills said in her 
response to the audit. 

The audit also said that audi- 
tors found that personal checks 
and/or third party checks were 
cashed from the clerk’s official 
bank account. 

“We no longer practice cash- 
ing personal checks for anyone 
for any reason,” Mills said in 
response to the recommendation. 

The audit also found that 
Mills had $6,172 in disallowed 



expenditures. 

“The clerk paid $5,512 to 
individuals as contract laborers 
for office repairs, election duties 
and other miscellaneous jobs,” 
the audit said. “After reviewing 
the clerk’s records, we found that 
she did not maintain any sup- 
porting documentation and there 
was no evidence of actual work 
performed. We also found an 
additional $660 of disallowed 
expenditures that did not have 
supporting documentation or 
were for unnecessary items. 

Auditors recommended that 
the County Clerk only expend 
fee account monies for allowable 
purposes and to have the proper 
supporting documentation for 
each purchase. They also recom- 
mended that the County Clerk 
deposit $6,172 from personal 
funds for the disallowed expen- 
ditures. 

Mills said in response to the 
recommendation that a check in 
the amount of $6,172 was writ- 
ten to the Martin County Fee 
Account for 2011. 

The audit also found that 
Mills’ 2012 fee account had 
undeposited receipts totaling 
$16,576. 

Auditors examined the 
clerk’s 2012 fee account after a 
phone call from Mills to report 
cash shortages, according to the 
audit. 

“Our review of the 2012 
account was for the period Janu- 
ary 1 through August 31, and 
was not an audit, however, our 
work for this time period found 
undeposited receipts including 
Jan. 9, for $5,580; Feb. 7, for 
$5,435; Apr. 28, for $3,487; May 
9, for $223; May 12, for $882; 
July 3, for $296 and July 14, for 
$673,” the audit said. “Our 
review found four checks, which 
were originally listed on the Jan- 
uary 9 daily checkout sheet, 
were actually deposited at later 
dates to cover shortages for those 
daily deposits. 

“We found a deposit made on 
April 17 in the amount of 
$5,435,” the audit said. “This 
deposit was presented as reim- 
bursement of the undeposited 
receipts on February 7, however,

Paintsville City Police Offi- 
cer Paul Witten responded to a 
complaint of an abandoned 
vehicle in a lot along Rt. 32 that 
was locked with two dogs 
trapped inside. 

Jack Sherman, 53, is 
charged with second-degree 
cruelty to animals. 

“The vehicle, a van, had 
apparently been left there for a 
day or two and there were two 
Boxer dogs inside the vehicle, 
with one of them chained to the 
steering wheel. The vehicle was 
registered to Jack Sherman and 
it had Alpine, Texas tags,” Wit- 
ten said. “We had the vehicle 
towed and then the Paintsville 
Fire Department unlocked the 
vehicle and we got them out of 
there. They were in pretty bad 
shape. There was a bag of dog 
food in the back of the vehicle 
but they couldn’t get to it and I 
know they had to have been in 
there for a couple of days what 
with all the feces and urine in 
there.”

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we obtained the deposit detail 
from the bank and determined 
the deposit actually consisted of 
$4,070 of delinquent tax receipts 
for April 12, a $1,362 Ficense 
fee receipt for April 16, business 
and $3 in cash that was used to 
cover the remaining deposit; 
therefore no reimbursement was 
actually made.” 

Auditors recommended that 
Mills immediately implement 
controls and oversight over the 
financial activities of her office 
to ensure errors are prevented or 
detected in a timely manner and 
Mills said in response that new 
procedures were implemented 
after the second employee con- 
fessed to taking deposits from 
her office. 

The audit also found, among 
other things, that the county 
clerk did not reconcile all bank 
statements on a monthly basis 
and the auditor observed that the 
2011 fee account was not recon- 
ciled timely, the direct deposit 
account was not reconciled and 
had unopened bank statements 
from August 2011 to December 
2011, the usage tax account was 
not reconciled for any month 
during the year, and the fish and 
game account was not reconciled 
for any month during the year. 

Auditors also recommended 
that improvements be made to 
payroll procedures and Mills 
responded by saying her office is 
now the only one in the court- 
house with a time clock. 

Both Mills and Hairston 
turned themselves in at the Big 
Sandy Regional Detention Cen- 
ter in Johnson County on Friday 
and have since been released on 
their own recognizance. 

Mills and Hairston are sched- 
uled to appear in Martin Circuit 
Court on Dec. 20. 

Also indicted last week by 
the Martin County Grand Jury 
was Earl Steven Marcum, 23, of 
Inez, who is charged with first- 
degree assault. 

According to the indictment, 
on or before Aug. 13, Marcum 
allegedly intentionally caused 
physical injury to Feaha Van- 
hoose by means of a dangerous 
instrument. 

Editor's note: An indictment 
is not an indication of guilt but a 
determination by the grand jury 
that criminal charges warrant 
further judicial review. 
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Team traveled to Chaffins’ resi- 
dence at Garrett to follow up on 
drug information and to execute 
arrest warrants for Chaffins. 

Once inside the residence, 
troopers observed drugs and 
paraphernalia along with multi- 
ple items used in the manufac- 
turing methamphetamine as 
well as two handguns, the 
release said. 

Chaffins was arrested and 
lodged in the Floyd County 
Detention Center. 

The Post 9 Criminal Inter- 
diction Team was assisted on 
the scene by KSP Sgt. Ronald 
Peppi, DE/SI East, TFC Bo 
Cure/K-9 Special Operations, 
KSP Troopers Brad Hamilton 
and Josh Brainard and Wayland 
police officer Brian Ratliff.

Highway Traffic Safety Admin- 
istration (NHTSA), one in three 
Americans will be impacted by 
a drunken driving crash in his 
or her lifetime. 

To raise awareness of the 
dangers of impaired driving and 
to alert the public of an 
increased enforcement presence 
over the holidays, the annual 
“Drive Sober or Get Pulled 
Over” campaign will begin 
Dec. 14 and run through Jan. 1, 
2013. This campaign is spon- 
sored by NHTSA and the 
KOHS.

PAINTSVILLE - Two men 
from Martin County were arrest- 
ed Dec. 1 after members of the 
Paintsville Police Department 
responded to a complaint of pos- 
sible marijuana smoking in 
Lowe’s parking lot. 

Zackary Demming, 20, of 
Inez, is charged with giving a 
police officer a false name, 
receiving stolen property (a fire- 
arm), three counts of failure to 
wear a seatbelt, possession of 
marijuana and unauthorized use 
of motor vehicle. 

Lester Wellman, 19, also of 
Inez, is charged with public 
intoxication, drug paraphernalia; 
receiving stolen property (gun) 
and possession of marijuana. 

Paintsville police officer Paul 
Witten said that he had respond- 
ed to the complaint in the Lowe’s 
parking lot and that the driver of 
a Grand Prix turned abruptly, 
almost clipping his vehicle. 

“You could see them jerking 
around in the car,” Witten said. 
“I conducted a traffic stop in the 
Taco Bell parking lot, and the 
smell of marijuana in the vehicle 
would knock you down. There 
were two males in the front and 
a female in the backseat.” 

Witten said that Demming 
had originally given him his 
brother’s name when the arrest 
was made and that he didn’t find 
out the information was incor- 
rect until about three hours later 
after interviewing Wellman at 
the Big Sandy Regional Deten- 
tion Center. Until then, he 
thought Demming was his broth- 
er. 

“There was a bag full of 
marijuana in the door when he 
got out of the car,” Witten said. 
“We got him out of the car and 
told Wellman and the female, 
Dakota McKenzie, to sit still.” 

Wellman was “fidgeting and 
reaching up under his seat, so I 
went over and checked it and 
sure enough we found some 
more marijuana,” Witten said. 

“They had more than $300 in 
there and scales, and then we 
found the gun, which turned out 
to be stolen. It was a .38 caliber 
Taurus handgun with a two-inch 
barrel and it had been reported 
as stolen by the Madison Heights 
Police Department in Michi- 
gan,” Witten said. “Wellman 
unloaded it and put the shells in 
his pocket. He said that Zachary 
told him to hide the weapon. 
Zachary had just gotten back 
three days prior to that from a 
trip to Michigan.” 

Witten said Vickie McKen- 
zie, owner of the vehicle being 
driven by Demming and mother 
of the girl in the back seat, 
showed up and said that Dem- 
ming wasn’t supposed to be 
driving the vehicle. 

“When she said that, I 
charged him with unauthorized 
use of the motor vehicle,” Witten 
said. “He was also indicted in 
Martin County for other offens- 
es. I took him to Paul B. Hall, 
and he was read the implied 
consent and requested to have 
blood and urine work done, but

Kentucky Health News 

In Kentucky’s first appel- 
late-court ruling on the issue, 
the state Court of Appeals today 
upheld the Bullitt County Board 
of Health’s smoking ban, which 
is virtually the same as others 
enacted by several other county 
health boards. However, the 
panel’s 2-1 vote and the strength 
of the dissent suggests that the 
ruling will be appealed to the 
state Supreme Court. 

Health boards in Clark, 
Hopkins, Madison and Wood- 
ford counties have enacted 
smoking bans. The Hopkins 
County ban was upheld by the 
local circuit judge, whose rul- 
ing was not appealed. 

In Bullitt County, the fiscal 
court and eight towns sued to 
stop the ban four days before it 
was to take effect last year. Bul- 



litt Circuit Judge Rodney 
Burress ruled that the board 
lacked authority to ban smoking 
in public places, but the appeals 
court said the General Assem- 
bly had clearly given county 
health boards the power to 
impose regulations protecting 
public health, that secondhand 
smoke is a public-health issue, 
and that the board’s regulation 
is reasonable, because it is vir- 
tually the same as an ordinance 
upheld in Lexington. 

The majority cited regula- 
tions that the Jefferson County 
Board of Health had enacted in 
the 1970s to prevent lead poi- 
soning, and cited other court 
decisions saying that courts 
should construe public-health 
laws liberally. The local gov- 
ernments argued that the Bullitt 
health board has usurped legis- 
lative power held only by 
them, but the 2-1 majority said

“We look forward to 
Andrew’s day-to-day leadership 
at the Association to help ensure 
Kentucky remains a great place 
for oil and gas producers to 
invest and create jobs.” 

McNeill’s previous experi- 
ence includes serving as legisla- 
tive director for the Kentucky 
governor, chief of staff to Ken- 
tucky’s secretary of commerce 
and executive director for the 
Kentucky Office of Energy Pol- 
icy. In 2005, he managed the 
efforts of Kentucky’s Energy 
Policy Task Force, which pro- 
duced the state’s first compre- 
hensive energy strategy, served 
as Kentucky’s representative on 
the federal Strategic Unconven- 
tional Fuels Task Force and 
served on the board of directors 
for the Kentucky Long Term 
Policy Research Center. 



Paintsville burglary 
investigated

PAINTSVILLE — The 
Paintsville Police Department is 
currently investigating a bur- 
glary that happened at a resi- 
dence in the Forest Park Lane 
area of Paintsville in which a 
table saw was stolen. 

A press release issued by the 
department said the homeowner 
was home at the time of the 
theft and that they startled the 
intruders, but no injuries were 
reported. 

An unknown person or per- 
sons made entry through a side 



door to the garage and stole the 
table saw, the press release said. 

Law enforcement was 
quickly on the scene and con- 
ducted a search of the entire 
area, but no arrests have been 
made in connection with the 
case, according to the release. 

The incident is under inves- 
tigation by Paintsville police 
officer Billy Ramey, who was 
assisted at the scene by KSP 
Trooper Dustin Thompson.

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the state legislature had granted 
the board that authority in pub- 
lic-health matters. 

Judge Jeff Taylor of Owens- 
boro dissented, writing that the 
law cited by the majority and 
the board was passed 58 years 
ago. “I harbor grave doubt 
that the General Assembly 
intended to empower health 
departments at that time 
with the authority to regulate 
smoking as a threat to public 
health,” he wrote. “In 1954, 
second-hand smoke was not a 
known public health issue.” He 
said the legislature had specifi- 
cally authorized the Jefferson 
County lead program, and the 
Lexington ban was passed by 
the local council, not the Fay- 
ette County Board of Health. 

Taylor noted that the Bullitt 
board had relied on “national 
and international studies on the 
effects of secondhand smoke,” 
with no local studies showing 
“smoking presents a threat to 
the health of the citizens of Bul- 
litt County.” And even if the 
board had such studies, he 
wrote, other state laws “reserve 
to cities and counties the author- 
ity to regulate smoking and sec- 
ondhand smoke in their respec- 
tive jurisdictions.” The laws he 
cited do not appear to do that, 
but he argued that allowing 
health boards to enact smoking 
bans, he said, would give 
them “limitless” power to regu- 
late guns, alcohol, sales of 
large-size soft drinks or “the 
number of cheeseburgers sold 
by fast-food restaurants.” 

Taylor wrote, “To the extent 
the cities and county, and their 
elected officials have failed to 
address a perceived serious 
public health issue, the citizens 
of Bullitt County have an easy 
method to remedy the problem 
- the ballot box,” Taylor wrote. 
“Or, in the alternative, the Ken- 
tucky General Assembly can 
expressly authorize health 
boards to regulate smoking in 
each county.”

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5 tips to 
stay safe 
on public 
Wi-Fi

Wi-Fi hotspots are a 
blessing for travelers and 
anyone who just wants to do 
a little Web surfing while 
having lunch or coffee in a 
shop. Connecting is conve- 
nient, and it helps users 
avoid going over their cellu- 
lar data limits and getting 
socked with overage fees. 

If you’re not careful 
about using free public Wi- 
Fi, however, strangers can 
snoop on your email and 
social network conversa- 
tions. Worse, if you’re too 
casual about mobile banking 
or shopping, you could end 
up with a hacked bank 
account or credit card 
account. 

Hackers with routers and 
readily available software set 
up rogue hot spots for spying 
and serving you fake web- 
sites. You and your tablet 
will think you’re connecting 
to the coffee shop’s Wi-Fi, 
but you’ve fallen into a trap. 

Despite the risks, it’s 
easy to protect yourself and 
thwart the bad guys. Follow 
these tips to surf more safely. 

Turn off sharing 

If you use a laptop, you 
might have it set to share 
files and folders with other 
computers at work or home. 
You don’t want these set- 
tings on when you’re using a 
public network. 

Windows Vista, 7 and 8, 
make it simple to automate 
your sharing settings. When 
connecting to a public 
hotspot for the first time, 
Windows asks for a location 
type. Make sure you set it to 
“public.” This will automati- 
cally modify sharing settings 
for maximum safety. 

On a Mac, go to System 
Preferences»Sharing and 
make sure all the sharing 
boxes are unchecked. You’ll 
have to turn on the controls 
again when you want to file 
share on your home or work 
network. 

Don’t automatically con- 
nect to Wi-Fi networks 

It’s handy when your 
smartphone, tablet and lap- 
top automatically connect to 
your home and work net- 
works, but that can lead to 
trouble when you’re out and 
about. 

Hackers often give their 
rogue hotspots generic 
names such as Coffee Shop, 
Linksys or AT&T Wireless. 
You want to be certain you 
are connecting to the router 
of the business. 

Tweak your gadgets’ set- 
tings so you have to manu- 
ally join networks in public. 
Then verify with a store 
employee that you are con- 
necting to the correct net- 
work. 

You might think that an 
establishment with pass- 
word-protected Wi-Fi is saf- 
er, but that’s not the case. 
Passwords are good for 
keeping people out of your 
home network, but for public 
networks, anyone can join. 
Once a hacker is on, your 
gadgets are accessible. 

By the way, your home 
Wi-Fi is encrypted, right? If 
not, you’re grounded from 
going out in public until you 
lock it down! I have detailed 
instructions here. 

Be smart about mobile 
banking and shopping 

It’s best to wait until 
you’re at home to do any 
online banking or shopping. 
If you must make an emer- 
gency balance transfer or an 
immediate purchase to save 
a significant amount of mon- 
ey, it’s safer to use a cellular 
connection instead of Wi-Fi. 
Just be careful to stay under 
your data limit. 

When banking, use your 
institution’s official app and 
sign up for any extra security 
that your bank offers. Bank 
of America’s SafePass pro- 
gram, for example, sends a 
text message with a 6-digit 
code to authorize a transac- 
tion. The code expires as 
soon as you use it.

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Kentucky passes 
$1 million in e-rates 



FRANKFORT - The educa- 
tion rate (e-rate) federal pro- 
gram, which helps fund Internet 
and telephone service for librar- 
ies and schools, has passed the 
$1 million mark in Kentucky in 
2012, making it the most suc- 
cessful year in e-rate history for 
the state. 

The $1,033,398 being allot- 
ted to Kentucky’s public librar- 
ies this year will help ensure 
libraries are connected to world- 
wide information networks, 
regardless of their location. 
E-rate was enacted by Congress 
under the Telecommunications 
Act of 1996, with the program 
beginning in 1998. Kentucky 
public libraries have received 
$7,146,928 in e-rate funding 
since that time. 

Telecommunications carri- 
ers providing international and 
interstate service and earning 
above certain revenue thresh- 
olds are mandated by the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion (FCC) to make universal 
service contributions to fund the 
program. Kentucky libraries are 
given money through the Uni- 
versal Service Administrative 
Company, not directly through 
the federal government. The 
funds come from the universal 
service charge on every phone 
and cellphone bill. 

“Public libraries leverage 
these funds to provide their cus- 
tomers with the best possible 
connectivity. E-rate funds allow 
libraries to have enough phone 



lines to handle customer calls, 
and to support the bandwidth 
necessary for online job search- 
ing, distance learning and 
access to downloadable audio- 
books and e-books,” said Kath- 
erine Adelberg, e-rate consul- 
tant for the Kentucky Depart- 
ment for Libraries and Archives 
(KDLA). 

E-rate funds provide dis- 
counts on monthly telephone 
and Internet bills. Discounts for 
Kentucky public libraries range 
from 40 percent to 90 percent, 
with the average library receiv- 
ing a discount of 80 percent. 

Discounts are calculated 
based on two factors: the per- 
centage of students in the local 
school district eligible for the 
National School Lunch Pro- 
gram, and the urban or rural 
classification of the county 
served by the library. 

An annual application pro- 
cess is required for the dis- 
counts, but unlike most grants, 
the process is non-competitive, 
so every applicant that com- 
pletes the form correctly 
receives discounts on phone and 
Internet services. Each year, 
$2.29 billion in e-rate funding is 
available to libraries and 
schools. 

“We use our e-rate savings 
to help support Kentucky 
Libraries Unbound,” said Met- 
calfe County Public Library 
Director Rhonda Glass. “We 
have customers come in daily to 
learn how to download books.

Wi-Fi, most sensitive sites use 
SSL encryption to scramble the 
information that passes between 
your gadget and the Web server. 
You’ll see HTTPS and a pad- 
lock icon in your browser’s 
address bar instead of HTTP. 

You have to stay vigilant, 
though. Encryption kicks in at 
different stages on different 
sites. If a log-in page isn’t 
encrypted, a hacker could inter- 
cept your information with little 
trouble. 

Make sure your email pro- 
gram, Facebook and Twitter 
accounts are also configured to 
take advantage of secure 
HTTPS browsing. The browser 
add-on HTTPS Everywhere 
does it for you automatically. 

Use security software 

Your laptop should have the 
same anti-virus, anti-spyware, 
and firewall protection that your 
home computer does. The fire- 
wall is particularly important 
when on a public network. Its 
entire purpose is to keep snoops 
out of your system. You can find 
excellent free security software, 
including firewalls, at my Secu- 
rity Center. 

Protect your mobile gadgets 
with apps such as Lookout 



Mobile Security. They’ll warn 
you when you’re on an unse- 
cured Wi-Fi network, detect 
security flaws in your other 
apps and prevent you from 
clicking on fraudulent links. 

Look over your shoulder 

Not all dangers in the digital 
world are high-tech. While 
you’re watching the world go 
by in a busy airport lounge, a 
snoop could be literally looking 
over your shoulder with the 
hope that you might reveal a 
username, password or credit 
card number. 

It’s called shoulder surfing, 
and it still works. 

Preventing this is equally 
low-tech and effective. Just 
exercise a little healthy para- 
noia!
